4418 LAST NIGHT ON EARTH. 

The prisoner passed a sleepless night, most 
ofthe time being spent with Beverly Crump. 
one of his counsel, who hasdone everything 
totave orextend his lifeand who remained 
with him till 2 a.m., and from that hour until 
fiociock he was engaged in praver and at in- 
tervals in singing hymns. [rom 6 o'clock un- 
til Y§ he s oundly and then arose and ate a 
breakfast of tenderloin beefsteak, mushrooms 
mclette. 

During the morning hours there was much 
speculation as towwhether the governor would 
further reprieve, and that question was not 
fina!!y scttied until sometime after noon, when 
Mr. Crump. who had been to see the governor, 
returned to the jailand announced that the 
eXeeutive power would not be interposed.

THE PSSION OF DEATH. 

suit of new black

At two minutes to oue the death pro- 
cession was formed, consisting of Sergeant 
Smith. two deputies, Rev. Dr. Hatcher and the 
priseuer, the tatter having his hands tied in 
frent. his bedy, from the neck to the ank- 
les.cuveloped in an old-fashioned ladies’ water- 
proofeclcak. From the cell march pro- 
gressed clone the corridor and down two fligiuts 
of stairs to the lower court of the jail and then 
into the vrard fronting the cells of white 
oners,. forty policemen being on duty to 
hack the crowd. 

\sCENDING THE SCAFFOLD, 

The prisoner. though thin and pale, moved 
with siesds steps to the scaffold, which he as- 
cended in ihe same quiet manner and stood on 
the trap. Sergeant Smith then read the death 
warrant ora copy of the judgment of the 
court, which the prisoner listened to with bow: 
ed head sid apparent close attention. When 
the serzeant bad concluded he asked the doom- 
ed man if ie had anything to sav, and Cluve- 
riustepiied: “No, sir; nothing at all,” his voice 
being scarcely audible. 

Dr. Hatcher then knelt and offered a fecling 
and fervent praver, and when he had finished 
he truined to the prisoner, who said a few words 
in a lew tone, and Dr. Hatcher, turning to the 
crowd in tle vard, said: 

“Tam requested by the prisoner to utter one 
word for him, and that is that, in this moment 
ef death, he carries to the grave no feeling of 
ill-will tewards any man on earth.” 

Dr, Hatcher then left the scaffold. Raising 
both hanée as he went out, he said the prisoner 
bad asscricd his innocence to the last, just be- 
fore jeaving the cell. 

SPRINGING THE: TRAP. 

Whcu Dr. Hatcher had gone, Deputy Ser- 
xeant Alien tied the prisoner’s knees together, 
put the rope around his neck and adjusted the 
black cap and hood. 

Everything being ready, Sergeant Smith gave 
the signal,and at eight minutes after one 
ocleck the trap wassprang. A sudden “swish,” 
the clang ofa fallen trap door, and the next 
instaut the bedy of Cluverius was at the end of 
the rope over ten feet below where he had 
been standing. ‘The rope, which was made of 
parti-colored silk, stretched over the feet and 
toes of the hanged man, and nearly touched 
tho brick pavement beneath. A minute -ef 
quiet, and then there was considerable strug- 
glipg, lasting several minutes, together with 
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heavy stentorious breathing, indicating that 


death was being produced by strangulation. 
THE BODY CUT DOWN, 

After sixteen minutes the physicians pro- 
bounced him dead, and twenty minutes -after 
the trap was swung, the body was taken dowa 
and placed in a plain weoden coftin and turned 
over to an undertaker to be prepared for burial,

*CENES IN THE CELL AND JAILYARD. 

During the forenoon Captain Frank W. 
Cunningham,-Richmond’s sweetest tenor sing- 
er, who has hefore visited the prisoner on sev- 
eral occasions and sung numerous hvimos in 
his ceil, again ealled to see Cluverius and was 
#recicd’ pleasantly by him. Athis request 
Captain Cunningham ang the hymn

which he was to pay the penalty for his crime, 
and the iron nerve which sustained him 
through the trial clung to him to the yery last. 
and unfalteringly he walked to his death. As 
he was passing down the steps on the way to 
the scaffold the vast crowd outside the jail 
cavghtasighiof him,anda shout went up 
from a thousand throats: 

“Yonder he is: yonder he is.” 

Th® prisoner never raised his eyes, but kept 
them cast down as though in deep thought, 
and for the first time, perhaps, he fully real- 
ized that he was going to die. As he wended 
his wav to the scaffold down the long jailvard, 
the eyes of over two hundred persons were 
directed to him. He never looked to the right 
or left, but walked along without the least 
sign of weakening. None of Cluverins’s rela- 
tives were with him today. His brother, who 
hed been so devoted to him since his arrest 
twenty-two months ago, parted with him 
yesterday. His father and mother, owing to 
feeble health. did not come te the city to bid 
jurewell to the doomed man, 

Notwithstanding the fact that before the 
body was taken down the phvsicians stated 
that the neck was broken, the general impres- 
sien is tbat death was produced hy strangala- 
tion, aS ten minutes elapsed befere life was 
pronounced extinct. 

The heavy gutteral or stertorous breathing 
during that time was painful to listen to and 
was heard by all in the prisopvard. 


Bistory of the Crime. 

Lillian Madison aud Thomas 

(Kla-veers) were second 

She was in her twenty-second year: 
his twenty-fourth. They formerly

The parents of both are living. Both fami- 
lies are in very moderate circumstances. 
though connected by blood and marriage with 
many of the best people in King William and 
King and ()ueen counties. 

Lillian and Tommie were both largely in- 
debted to Mrs. ‘Tunstall for educational advan- 
tuges. Mrs. Tunstall is a widow of means, and 
she sent Lillian to the Bruington academy and 
him to the law-school of Richmond college, 
where be graduated in Is=2. 

LAST AT HOMF, 

Lillan and Toimmie were on good, pleasant, 
cousinly terms, and she was kuown to be deep- 
ly attached to him, but they were not generally 
speken of as lovers. If any engagement of 
marriage existed it was kept quiet. In fact, 
the neigh!orhood talk was that his affections 
and aims were in an altogether different direc- 
tion, 

July the sth, Iss4, Lillian left her parents’ 
home, near Manquin, to go to the house of her 
mandparents and uncle, near by—a place where 
she wasas much at home as with her father and 
mother. While there, through the influence of 
a reletive in Bath county, she secured the posi- 
tiin of sehool-teacher at Mrs. Dickinson's 
near Millbore’. Several times during the sum- 
mer she was visited at her uncle’s (Mr. Walker) 
Ovtober the 10th, Iss, 


she was near her parents’ home, but did not go 
back to teil them gocd-bve. A relative drove 
her to Richmond (some twenty-five miles), and 
hcre she remained a few daysat the residence 
of an aunt. 

Long afterwards it was discovered that while 
she was in Richmond Tommie was there too. 
when is not Known. 

HER MOUNTAIN HOME, 

By the middle of October Lillian was located 
at her vew homein Bath county. She found 
Mrs lickinsou living at a beautiful place on 
the Cowpusture river, some four or five mules 
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That Livtian found in Mrs. Dieckinsona kind, 
motherly woman every letter that she wrote 
mentioning her namo proves. Yet she must 
have been immeasureably miserable in Bath. 
\ goced while before Christmas she must have 
known that she was not only a ruined woman, 
Lut that it was only a question of a few months 
more before she. would be shamed before the 
world: when, perhaps, she would be disowned 
by her relatives: when good Mrs. Dickinson 
would refuse toknow her longer; when the girls 
with whom she had gone to schoolat Bruington 
would mention her-name with contempt; when 
new friends would ignore her and old ones 
despise her: when she would be a bye-word 
and reproach, and, may be, not have a_ roof to 
shelter ber in her confinement. 

She must have had the worst fears, the most 
painfulapprensions. By artful contrivances 
she concealed her true condition; but she must 
have stood in momentary dread ofdiscovery, 
she knew her day would come atlast. She 
had but two things to hope for—marriage with 
the man who had won her confidence; or, that 
failing. to find a place of refuge, out of the 
sight of these who knew her, until her contine- 
ment was passed and her baby disposed of, 

DOUBLE LIFE. 

Day and night Lillian must have been haunt- 
cd with the shadow of comingevil. She was 
living a double life, She had tobe to Mrs. 
Dickinson a pleasant and sociable companion; 
to the children, an attentive and agreeable 
teacher. With gay and happy young lady 
friends she had to seem one of them; to gentle- 
men she had to bea sweet, innocent young 
lady. 

In herown room, in the stillness of the 
night, she saw what was before her. She had 
been reared in good society: she had had excel- 
lent cdueational advantages; she had been 
thrown with ambitious girls at Bruington; she 
was sentimental, and no doubt had romantic 
plans—and now she was to bean outcast! 

THE JANUARY VISIT. 

What letters, if any, she wrote to Tommie 
from Bath are in his possession or destroyed. 
With his arrest the commonwealth got none. 
What letters he wrote to ber while she was in 
Bath, she burnt up the night before she made 
her start for Richmond. A few empty envel- 
opes left in the trunk prove that he did write 
to ber, but what he wrote about is not known 

But in January, on the plea of going tu see 
her aunt (Mrs. Tunstall), who was said by Lil- 
lian to be ill, Lillian gained permission to leave 
scLool for some days. She came to Richmond, 
but proceeded no farther. She went to the 
exchange hotel January the 5th and registered 
as Miss I’. L. Merton, Roanoke City. At the 
same time Tommie came from down the coun- 
try. He registered at the Davis house (near 
the Exchange) under his true name. 

THE COUSINS MEET AGAIN. 

Tommie is described at the Exchange as hav- 
ing had “a light moustache.” Mr. A. W. 
Archer, chief clerk at the Exchange hotel, has 
been tothe jail and positively identifies Ciu- 
verius, | 

So far as is knowm on this visit Lillian saw 
no other person with whom she was acquainted 
—no otber person except Tommie. 

Yes, there was one exception. .She met in 
the Exchange hotel, face to face, Mr. Clagett 
Jones, of King and Queen. ) 
conversation on commonplace topics. and soon 
thereafter Liliian left the city. 

Returning to Bath, she told Mrs. Dickinson 
that she had been met in Richmond by Cousin 
Tommie; that he drove her to her annt’s; that 
she found her aunt much improved, and that 
ber aunt urged her to return to Bath. and pid 
all the expenses of the trip. Also, that she had 
taken breakfast ata Richmond hotel with 
Cousin Tommie, and that he had given her two 
hooks and some candy and oranges. 

“o Lillian explained that she was back much 
earlier than she had expected. 

LILLIAN LEAVES BATH. 

In January Lillian got to Richmond to see 
Cluverius on the pretense that she wished to 
visit her Aunt Tunstall, who was Very ill. In 
March she adopted a very different ruse. 

On the 16th of March little Willie Dickinson 
brought from the a letter addressed to 
Lillian. Upon reading it she exclaimed: “Oh,

The letter falsely pnrperted to be from Miss 
——, of Richmond—a ysung lady who was at 
the Brnington academy with Lillian; who 
wrote urging Lillian to come to the city and 
go With Miss ’s aunt (“Mrs. Herbert’’) to 
Old Point as a companion; promising that 
Lillian should receive $2 per day for services: 
that she should have he use’ of the writer's 
wardrobe; that the arrangement would be most 
agreeable, etc. She Said that she had a letter 
aiso from the father of Miss ——, urging her to 
accept the invitation. 

This letter offered « prospect of a few weeks 
of pleasure for Lillian, and good Mrs, Dickinson 
corsented for her to go. That was the 10th, 
and Lillian arranged to be here on the 12th. 
The letter was very urgent that she must be 
here on the 12th. Mrs. Dickinson lent Lillian 
her reddish brown canvas clothes bag to carry 
some underclothing, extra pair of shoes, et«. 

THE NIGHT BEFORE THE START. 

That night Miss Ella Kinney, a young lady 
near Lillian’s own age, a particular friend of 
hers, spent with Lillian at Mrs. Dickinson’s. 
To Miss Kinney she said that she hada pre- 
monition that “something horrible would hap- 
pen before she returned,” and she told Miss 
Kinney that she had a secret to tell her; but 
they were not alone before she left, and Lillian 
cid not reveal it. 

On the way tothe train, riding horseback, 
she said to Willie: “T feel as if something ter- 
rible will come of this trip.” 

HOW LILLIAN LOOKED. 

Lillian was a short and stout little woman. 
She was only four ieet eleven inches high, but 
probably weighed one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds. Her face was round and full, and she 
was said to be really pretty. Dressed for her 
trip to Richmond, she had on a black alpaca 
dress; over that a blue Jersey, and underneath 
that a warm jacket: around her neck a bright, 
glorsy, red silk handkerchief, pinned with a 
black jet brooch; while on her head she wore 
a hat made of black straw, turned up in front. 
It had three ostrich tips on it, and was trimmed 
with twilled silk and black velvet. Around 
it was worn a veil. The most conspicuous part

a red crochet shawl, some- 
over her shoulders, sometimes 
ried on her arm, sometimes strapped on her 
She worea plain gold finger ring. 
In one hand she had the clothes-bag: on the 
wrist of the other she eaney tint it amount- 
ed to ne one knows. Mrs. Dickinson gave her 
$5 when she started: how much more she had 
cannot be ascertained. At Millboro she took 
outa%®) and asi note and paid fer her ticket, 
and got fifty cents in change. 
LILLIAN ON THE TRAIN. , 

Mr. Wright was the conductor of this train. 
In the course of a conversation with her— 
scmething having been said about fast run- 
ning—she remarked to him that she wished 
the train would run off and kill her. She 
told the conductor she was Miss Madison. He 
noticed her plain gold ring. The red shawl 
she kept in her lap. At 3:25 a. m., the train 
arrived in Richmond. The conductor escorted 
Lillian tothe American hotel bas. in which 
there weretwo other passengers, 
himself and went as far as the Exchange. 
Lillian wept tothe American, There, about 
three a. m. Friday. March 13th, she registered 
as ‘‘Miss F. L. Merton,’ and was assigned to 
room °21. . 

LILLIAN AND TOMMIE HERE, 

Cluverius arrived Thursday morning and 
went to the Davis house, Leaving his satchel 
and overshoes there, he went to the barber 
shop under the American hotel—distant some 
one hundred yards—and got shaved. It is 
elaimed by him that he never wore a mous- 
tache. 

Lillian did not get to bed until after three 
a. m., and she took her breakfast in her room. 
THE NOTE AND ANSWER. 

While she was eating her breakfast a colored 
servant named Hunt came up from the office 
and brought her a note. The note was ad- 
dressed to Miss Merton. She read it, wrote an 
answer at once, and gave it to Hunt, and Hunt 
tcok it down to the office, and it was given to 
the “yellow boy,” who had brought the note to 
Lillian. 

Lillian’s answer (as afterwards ascertained) 
was as follows: “I willbe there as soon as 
possible. So do wait for me.” 

On the small scrap of paper upon which this 
was written there was no other word: no ad- 
dress; no signature. It was, however, enclosed 
inasmall white envelope addressed “T. J. 
Cluverius.” 

SHE GOES OUT THE THIRD TIMF. 

Between 6 and 7 o'clock Lillian started to ge 
outagain. She had her clothes bag with her. 
She gave Grattan, servant, a postal to mail, 
aud be dropped it in the street box at the Dis- 
patch corner. Returning to the American he 
saw ber going up Twelfth street “towards the 
St. James hotel,” which is also the direction of 
Tyler, the colored floor ser- 
vant, testifies that she 
o'clock; that an “old man” who had his pants 
in his boots, came in with her and said: “Here 
is a lady I brought; she wants a room,” that he 
tock her to her room (21): that later a young 
man with a light monstache (he positively 
identified Cluverius at the coroner’s inquest) 
was shown tothe parlor, and there met Lillian, 
and that there he left them. Cluverius saw 
“the old man.” Coming around about 10 p. m. 
Tyler found the parler empty and put out the 
lights. Lilhan’s room was unoccupied that 
night. 

*TREET. CAR FOR RESERVOIR STREET. 

William Tucker, a colored boy, who drives a 
“tug horse” for the street car company, testi- 
fies that that night he stepped a Main street 
car fora man (whom he identified as Clave- 
rius), and thatthe man and a woman got on 
the car near the American hotel and went up 
town, 

Mr. J. T. Williams, driver of a Maine 
street car, remembers that on the last trip he 
made that night he had a man and a veiled wo- 
man as passengers; that they got off at the 
end of the line, Main and Reservoir - streets; 
that the man (who “wore a light mustache”) 
ssked him several questions about the streets, 
and that be carried “a satchel” in his hand. This 
was 9:55 p. m. 

OUT RESERVOIR STREET. 

That same Friday night, at 9:15, Dr. Stratton 
cays he metaiaan and woman at Reservoir 
and Cary streets. The man questioned him 
about the streets and as tothe time of night: 
The man had “ashort mustache;”’ the woman 
had a package under her arm and no shawl on. 

Fiffy steps from where this meeting took

' RESERVOIR. 

‘The reservoir is a basin to hold about 


#900.000 galions of water, and is made by rais- ° 


4g four walls—embankments of earth about 
niy feet higher than the surface of the 
in. The bank slopes inwardly and out- 
rdly at about thirty-five degrees; the in- 
rd slope is bricked, cernented, and made 
tater tight. while the outward slope is turfed. 
in tep of the embankment is.a wide walkway 
évered with crushed granite. To prevent the 
hindreds of people who promenade there on 
gmiucr evenings falling into the water there 
jia picket fence three or four inches high be- 
tyveen the walkway and the water, set about 
burteen inches back from the basin. Af va- 
ious points steps ascend the embankment 
tom the grounds, The whole grounds are en- 
‘losed by a fence eight feet high. gates 
ire locked at night: but for many years prior 
‘o the 14th of March, 1885, there had been in 
the back fence, in a remote and seldom visited 
lucality, a hole made by taking off two planks. 
STRANDED. 

During the night of March 13th the water in 
‘his reservoir had been allowed to fall about 
‘our feet, and the dead body was found strand- 
td op one of the sloping sides of the basin. 
Teken out, it appeared to be the body ofa 
young Woman,a German woman, many thought. 
‘There was no sign of hat or shawl, and as, at 
fitst, mo mark of violence could be seen, 
the hasty conclusion was reached by 
s¢me that it was acase of suicide. Mr. P. J. 
Barton, of the Dispatch, who went out there 
in the line of his profession and made a close 
investigation, was probably the first toe see 
marks of violence on the face, and to declare, 
in view of the snrroundings, that in his opinion 
‘he woman had been murdered. 

Later inthe day, and particularly the fol- 
lowing two dars, there could be seen the mark 
of a Leavy blow over the right eye ; lips slight- 
ly bruised, and on the forehead some little tri- 
fling } CCKS. 


AUTOPSY. 

Sunday, Coroner Taylor, assisted by Dr. Pet- 
tus, resident physician atthe almshouss, made 
anantopsy. The marks were measured and 
sketched and the brain was examined. 

The blow on the ferehead—the most serious 
hurt—hbad not fractured the skull], or even 
broken the skin; but it had caused an effusion 
of blecd on the brain, and its effect was seen 
on the opposite (back) side of the brain in what 
was taken to be a “counter-stroke.” It might 
haye been the counter-stroke, or a second blow 
given her. Theskin or the lips was not broken, 
but in a few days the under lips was darkened 
greatly. 

The autopsy also revealed the fact that de- 
ceased would have become amother in from 
fonr to six weeks. 

The conelusion of the doctors was that death 
oceurred in the water (there was mud clenched 
Wither the bicwe Wertg,.tyygssible to tell 
death, but if before death they were sufficient 
to render deceased iusensible, and might pos- 
sibly have resulted in death. 

At a later period the jury of inquest render- 
eda verdict that deceased (Fannie Lillian 
Madison) came to her death by drowning in 
the old reservoir; and that T. J. Cluverius was 
directly or indirectly responsible. 

ARREST OF CLUVERIUS, 

On Wednesday evening following the finding 
of the dead body, Cluverius was arrested by 
Captain Eppsand Mr. Robins, of the Richmond 
police, at the residence of Mrs. Tunstall, near 
Little Pivmouth, Kiog and Queen county,some 
fifty miles east of Richmond. <A good many 
facts possessed by these oflicers, particularly by 
Mr. Rebins, in addition to the torn note, 
pointed to Cluverius as the man. 

When Epps told Cluverius that he was there 
to arrest him, Cluverius said: “Me! It is 
ridiculous.” Later he said: “I was in Rich- 
mond, but IT never saw her.” His aunt and 
brother also declared: “He never saw her 
while he was in Richmond.” 

The arrest of Cluverius caused no seene in 
the house. Ft did not seem to be a great shock 
She brother took it worse than any. 

The Richmand papers containing an account 
of the identification of the body had een re- 
ceived, and Mrs, Tunstall had evidently adopt- 
cd the suicide theory. Sheasked: “Mr. Rob- 
ins, don’t you think that Lillian committed 
suicide?” To which theoflicer gave an evasive 
answer. 

LETTER FROM TUE DEAD. 

The officers yielded to earnest invitations 
and ate supper with the family. Cluaverius 
started off eating very briskly and nouchalant- 
lv. but his appetite svon failet? He ate very 
little. 

Mrs. Tunstall said that she had that dav 
received a letter from Lfllian dated tho lith of 
March, theday herdead body was found. 
Subsequently Mrs. Tunstall produced this let- 
ter and read it, “to the effeet that she ( Lillian) 
was going to discontinue her school on account 
of the extremely bad weather, and that she 
bad an invitation to visit Old Point to be gone 
two mouths,” ete... etc. 

THE KEY. 

Knowing the great importance of the watch 
key aS a link in the testimony, the officers at 
the earliest epportunity glanced at prisoner's 
watch chain.

When f first arrested him he had on a watch 
chain Witha piece on it to which a charm is usually 
atieched, but there was no charm on it. Officer 
Robins aud myself went up-stairs with the prisoner 
to hisroom. Whileupiherel called Officer Robins's 
attention to the piece of chain by shaking my own. 
* ¥s + * I searched the prisoner at 
the Third stationhbouse. In doing sol discovered 
that the piece of chain I had noticed was gone. I 
asked him where the chain was. and he replied 
that he “never had anyon there.” I said: ‘Ah, 
but you did! Don't tell me that.’ He said: “I 
gave it tomy brother last night.’ After searching 
him | went into my office in the stationhouse. 
Some half hour later, upon reflection, I went to the 
cell door and cajled him, and said: 

“Cinverius, I saw that piece of chain on your 
watch chain last night at Kingand ‘yneen court- 
house, | am sure.” 

He replied: ‘No eaptain: I 
er. Why, @o you want it?’ 

I said; “Yes, Ido. Can you get it”

and Was in the act of taking it out, when I replied 
} ibencht he had better consult his counsel, as they 
were present. Counsel replied ‘after I partially 
explained tothem): “Give itto bim”’ (meaning 
me). “I could put it apon the chain’: whichI 
have never done. His brother in giving it to me 
said: “I found it upen the table at home. and 
brought it over, thinking you might want it.” 

Subsequently there was found at 120 Broad 
street Herman Joel,a watchmaker, who had 
formerly done business at West Point and Cen- 
treville. Joel knows Cluverias. The officers 
relied upon Joel to prove that about twelve 
months ago Cluverius brought that key to him 
at Centreville to havea new barrel put into it; 
that Joel remembers the ciréumstance and the

WHERE HE WAS THAT NIGHT. 

Coming on to Richmond and approaching 
the Mattapeni river to take a ferry, as they 
drove down tothe water Officer Robin, hap- 
pening.to look into prisoner's face, saw it 
overspread with a sickeving pallor. 

As to wheré he was on the night of the 15ta, 
the miscner said: “I was af the dime muse- 
um.” 

But prisoner has never yet named a man 
who saw him at the dime museum that night. 

Another thing that Cluverius said on his 
way to Richmond under arrest was that he had 
heen persouated: that he would send to New 
York and Chicago for the very best detective 
talent and would fathom the mystery of Lil- 
lian’sdeath and clear himself. He declared 
that -he liked Lillian very well. but that was 
ali there was between them. 

HANDS CONCEALED. 

It wasaraw day when the prisoner was 
brought upfrom Kingand Queen. They drove 
in a double buggy, er drag, and Cluverias kept 
his hands under the blanket nearly all the 
way. Mr. Robins, who sat with him on the 
hack seat while Captain Epps drove, asked him 
if he hadn't brought his gloves. He said that 
he had but one pair; that tfey were heavy 
driving gloves, and that he had left them in 
Lis sulky at home. 

Upon arriving atthe Third stationhouse it 
was noticed that his tight hand was badiy 
scratched, or rather gouged as if by finger- 
nails. Asked how about that, he said that he 
hed seratched his hand at Centreville. At 
Centreville, at his law office, he told his father 
and others that he scratched his hand by hang- 
ing itin his watch-chain as he boarded the 
train that morning. 

The trial is still fresh in the public mind. 
The prisoner maintained his remarkable cool- 
ness throughout. The verdict of guilty did not 
break-his composure, An effort was made to 
obtain aff new trial, butythe motion was not 
granted. 

During the long and weary months passed in 
jail waiting for the execution, Cluverius kept 
in remarkably good spirits. He read his Bible 
daily and asserted his innocence so stoutly 
that many were won over to 
his $ide. Strong appeals were made to the 
governor to commute the sentence to life im- 
prisonment, but with the exeeption ofa brief 
respite Governor Lee declined to interfere. 

The condemned man spent his last days in 
writing a book containing a history of his life 
and a review of the case. It was his desire 
that the proceeds arising from the sale of the 
work should be viven to his aunt, Mrs. Tuns- 
tall, to reimburse her in some measure for the 
expenses incurred in his defense. 3 

To the last this singular man preserved his 
secret, if he had one. If he wasthe murderer 
of Lillian Madison he never by word or look 
gave the slightest indication of his guilt.

DYNAMITE UNDER A DUMMY. 


The Work of Demons in San Francisco-- 
Several Persons Injured. 


2 Sia TEANCICO, January LS eee aero 
were starticd between 7 and # o’clock last even- 
ing by the sound of a tremendous explosion 
and by the shattering of glass about their ers. 
A dynamite cartridge had been piaced on the 
track of the Larkin street branch of the Sat- 
ter street cable road and had exploded umler 
dummy No.4. Thedammy was completely 
wiecked and the windows of the 
housesin the vicinity demolished. Mr. Hel- 
denbrandt and bis wife and brothers were sit- 
ting in the dummy on the side where the ex- 
plosion cccurred. They were all thrown into 
the street, and Mrs. Heldenbrandt, it is feared, 
was seriously injured. She was. taken into a 
neighboring house and medical assistance was 
summoned. Later in the evening she was 
conveyed to her home. It wasa miracle that 
there was no others injured, as several persons 
were on the dummy. 

Another explosion occurred on the Satter 
street cable road, near Dupont street, at about 9 
oclock. The explosion, which is believed to 
have. been giant powder or a cartridge, was sct 
ctf by the dummy wheels running overit. The 
Cumimy was disabled and had to be taken to 
the car house for repairs. It was quickly re- 
placed by a new one, and the road continued 
to operate its cars as usual during the remain- 
der ot the night. No one was injured by the 
latter explosion. as the charge in the cartridge 
evideutiy was small. The authorities are ata 
loss as tu the authors of these outrages and 
have not as vet obtained the slightest clue to 
the perpetrators of these attempts at destruc- 
tion to life and property on the Geary and Sut- 
tcr Street Cable roads. Thecable was stranded 
by au explosion on Post street, but the damage 
was quickly repaired and the cars resumed 
sunning. Three men who were on duty were 
biuised, but none of them were seriously hurt. 
Later in the evening an unexploded dynamite 
cartridge was found wear Scott on the (reary 
street road. The cartridge had evidently been 
placed on the track, but had rolled off. 


MRS. ROBINSON'S VICTIMS. 


The Law Going to the Grave for Evidence of 
Her Guilt, 

Poston, January 14—The body of the late 
Oliver Sleeper, who is supposed to have been one 
of the victims of Mrs. Robinson, the alleged somer- 
ville poisoner, was exhumed today at Mt. Auburn, 
and the internal organs given to medical experts 
for examination. Thisis the seventh body that 
hasbeen disinterred for the samé purpose, and in 
the other six cases large quantities of arsenic have 
been found. If arsenic is foundin Sleeper’s body 
the investigation will continue, and other bodies 
will be exhumed, It is alleged that Mrs. Robinson 
poisoned Sleeper inorderto ebtain possession of 
soine of his property, and it is stated that at the 
coming trial of the woman some new and astound. 
ing revelations are expected.

BISMARCK CHECKED. 


THE GOVERNMENT DEFEATED ON 
THE ARMY BILL. 


A Division or the Government's Measure Sacws It ts 
Lost—The Chancellor Dissoives the Reichstag — 
All Sides Uonfident of Success in the 
New Election — General Fore'gu. 


Beruin. January 14.—The fate of the armr 
bill was settled today by the reichstag ad verse- 
lv tothe government. and action was ineme- 
diately taken to dissolve the chamber. On the 
re-assembling of the reichstag. Herr Von Stanu- 
facnberg’s amendment limiting the duration ef 
the bill to three years was voted upon and the 
amendment was carried, the vote being 186 te 
in4, The conservatives, imperialists and na- 
tional liberals voted with the minority. The 
socialists and most of the Alsatian members ab- 
stained from voting. 

Prince Bismarck immediately read an impe- 
riel message dissolving the reichstag. 

An imperial decree was issued this afternoon 
fixing February 21st for holding of the general 
elections formembers of the new reichstag. 
Streets adjacentto the parliament buildings 
were thronged with people awaiting the decis- 
ion of the reichstag on thearmy bill. Bis- 
marck, upon his arrival, was enthusiastically 
greeted by the pepulace. All political parties 
are sanguine as tothe resultof the coming 
elections. The campaign will certainly be un- 
equalled for fiereeness. 

It isexpected that Emperor William will 
inaugurate the political contest with a decree 
reciting the merits of the dispute. 

The North German (iazette, in an article on 
dissolution of the reichstag, says: 

Before all the German people demand that every 
reichstag shall grant, without fear or hesitation, 
what is necessary for the external and internal 
society of the empire. upon this point, common 
sense willsurely teach thatthe voters will place 
more value npon the opinion of the emperor and 
h's advisers than upon that of imperious parlia- 
mentary politicians. 

There was great excitement in the reichstag 
when the result ofthe division on the army 
bill was announced. Members of the centre 
indulged in triumphant cheers which were re- 
sponded with cries of “shame.” An uproar 
tollowed the reading of the decree dissolving 
the reichstag. Groups formed in the lobbies, 
and discussed with animation the probable 
outcome of the government's defeat. The so- 
cialists appeared the most pleased. They be- 
lieve that the coming clection will result in 
gains for the socialistic party. 

Prince Bismarck had a conference with the 
emperor, who is reported io be depressed by 
the adverse vote on the bill. 

Paris, January 11.—La Liberte , doubts 
whether Bismarck will gain anything by dis-. 
solving the reichstag. It says the vote on 
the army bill showsthat the German people 
bave an ardent desire for real peace and are 
sick of the excessive military demands of 
Prussia. 

VIENNA, January 14.—News of the vote on 
the army bill in the reichstag caused no sur- 
prise here, as such a result was fully anticipate 
ed.

This siege lasted some hours. Finally, the 
police loaded their weapons wand threatened to 
fire if au immediate surrender was not made. 
At this the defenders vielded and submitted to 
arrest. Thev were twenty-five in number, and 
were taken into enstody. The wife of a tenant 
was carried ont of a hotise by officers in a faint- 
ing condition. She was afterwards left dying 
in the vard.

Gladstone closes a year of work with his 
seveng-seventh birthday, and in the promise 
of his future activity, refrains from saying an 
unkind word in answer to his senior, John 
Bright. In France, Grevy enters upon a sec nd 
seven years term at eighty—a record which 
already : asses that of a Thiers or a Palmerston. 
As for Germany, the nonogenarian emperor is 
only two years ahead of his warror chum, Von 
Moltke, while Eismarek isa mere boy seventy- 
seven, 

How different the record here! Ofthe dis- 
tinguished Americans who died last year not 
one had réached the age of seventy. In politi- 
cal life the veteran Simon Cameron stands 
alone, Thestatesmen of today belong to a 
younger generation. All of our presidents 
since Buchanan wentinto office young, and 
not one of them is living except Hayes; not 
one of our vice-presidents except Wheeler. Not 
only those who gained the presidency, but 
those who were nominated and defeated have 
failed to reach old ago. Tilden lasted until 
seventy, and Fremont is seventy-three, But 
Grant, Johnson, Arthur, Hancock, McClellan, 
Colfex, Brown, Blair, Wilson all died at the 
age When European statesmen look forward to 
twenty years of active work. In the army 
two generals are old enough to be retired at 
the age of sixty-three. In local politics there 
are no old men. 

Whatis the explanation of it? The ex- 
ceptional cases of longevity in this coun- 
try prove that Americans can live long. 
The death roll proves that they do not. 
It isnot the climate that kills; it is the pace. 
We livo tco much, we live too fast. The ma- 
chine is overworked, it carries too much strain; 
isis notallowed time for repairs. We know 
how to work, but we do not know how te rest 
aud begin the new day’s work before the old 
day's work is over. The strain is perpetual, 
the wearand tear unceasing. We keep our 
nerves always at their full tension, and the 
ind wears out the body.

The Influx of Capital. 

A local item in the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat of last Wednesday, mentioned the ar- 
rival of eighteen gentlemen who were on 
their way to Tennessee, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi. These tourists the Globe-Democrat 
says represent two million dollars, and they 
are on their way southward to make invest- 
ments in timber lands. 

The shitting of capital from the north and 
west to the south has just commenced, 
Already it is moving this way in solid blocks 
of millions atatime. Following this move- 
ment of the big capitalists we may expect 
to see the immigration of a class of people 
who in their way will do as much to benetit 
the south as the millionaires. There are 
thousands of northern men of moderate 
means who are anxious to make their homes 
in the south, and they will do it just as soon 
as they are convinced that a change can be 
advantageously made. Our industrial pro- 
gress is doing more to attract this class of 
immigrants than anything else. So long as 
the south remained a purely agricultural re- 
gion there was little here to draw enterprise 
and capital. Ittakes mills and blast fur- 
naces to build up acountry. A smoke-stack 
is an important factor of population. 

It is plain to outsiders that the material 
development of the south has thrust politics 
into the background, and strangers no longer 
fear that they will encounter unpleasant 
prejudices. Sectional and political feeling 
is not likely to make itself heard when peo- 
ple are busy stufiing their pockets with dol- 
lars. 

There is another thing, too. that shonld 
be borne in mind. The people who disliked 
and distrusted the south are not running 
the business of the country. The men who 
are now on deck never knew the old south, 
and they do not care a button what has been 
said for her and against her. To them the 
new south is a land of immense money 
making possibilities, and that is enough tor 
them. It is pleasant to jot down this rose- 
colored view of the future, and it is pleas- 
anter still to feel that it-is not over sanguine. 


Was He Guilty ? 

The hanging of Cluverius revives the spec- 
ulations concerning his guilt. 

Very few persons doubt that the dead man 
was in some way responsible for the death of 
Lillian Madison. If he did not deliberately 
murder the gir], he ruined her and drove 
her to commit suicide. 

but this view of the case did not justify 
There was not from first 
to last a scrap of evidence going to show that 
Cluverius killed his victim. All the evi- 
dence was purely circumstantial. 

The prisoner’s conduct upto the hour 
when the trap fell was that ofan innocent 
man. He displayed no bitterness and blam- 
ed nobody. Many men in his position would 
have killed themselves to avoid the public 
shame of a death on the gallows. But Cla- 
verius rose superior to this. temptation and 
submitted himself to the ultimate penalty of 
the law. 

Was he guilty? No human being can an- 
swer the question. The mystery of the case 
is as impenetrable now as it was when the 
reservoir yielded up its dead. It is not like- 
ly that the truth will ever be known. The 
facts are beyond the reach of human investi- 
gation and our conclusions are only guess- 
work, 


A Democratic Necessity. 

The New York Sun says that there are 
three prominent facts to be taken into con- 
sideration regarding the reduction of taxa- 
tion and the abolition of the surplus. Oar 
esteemed contemporary then goes on to ‘por- 
tray the situation. The Sun is of the opin- 
ion, in the first place, that if the revenue 
had been reformed according to the views of 
Mr. Morrison, the prospect of democratic 
defeat in the election of 1888 would have be- 
come certain. Inthe second place, if the 
revenue is not dealt with and some means 
devised of preventing the accumulation of a 
surplus in the treasury, the democrats will 
surely be beaten in 188. In the third place, 
the only escape from such a fate is to adopt 
the plan proposed by Mr. Randall, and to 
nake the first great reduction of revenue by 
abolishing the-internal taxes. 


This, the Sun thinks, is the situation. If 


it is not the situation, it isatany rate the 
common sense ofthe situation, and it is 
worthy of the serious attention of democratic 
congressmen. ‘There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that it isthe intention of Morrison, 
Carlisle & Co., including the whisky ring, to 
defeat the democratic party in 1888 rather 
than permit the abolition of the internal 
revenue system.

THE TROUBLE IN TONQUIN. 


French Warshipsto Make Reprisals for the 
Outrages. 

SAN Francisco, Cal. January 14.—The 
steamer San Peublo, from Hong Kong and Yoko- 
homa, which arrived here today, brought Hong 
kong advices to the date of December 20 and Yoko- 
boma advices to December 30. The latest informa- 
tion received regarding the sacking of Hakoi and 
Monkai, in Tonquin, by the Chinese pirates is to 
the effect that Lieutenant McMahon, nephew of 
Marshal MeMshon, who commanded the French 
garrison at Hakoi, was not killed, but succeeded in 
holding the fort until a reinforcement of seventy 
militiamen from Haiphong was brought down oa 
the steamer Milicia. A determined attack on the 
fort will be made to recapture Monkai. Lieunten- 
ant McMahon — that Chinese regulars aided 
the pirates in their work of destruction. Three 
warships, under Admiral Rienunier, who has hés 
fag on Twienne, are reported to be cruising along 
the Chinese coast near Pak Lung for the purpose of 


making reprisals for the outrages committed in 


Hfakoi and Monkat.

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A STRIKE AT BORILLARD’S

Over Three Thousand Employes Walk Out 
Against a Reduction of Wages. 


Jersry Crty, N. J., January 14.—About 
2000 hands struck work this morning at P. 
Lerillard’s tobacco factory, because of a propo 
ed reduction in their wages. Last week as- 
sistant superintendent, W.R. Brown, notified 
the employes in the plug department that their 
wages would be reduced twenty-five cents on 
the 1,000 pounds, and that the wages of those 
working by the week wonld be cut down trom 
nine dollars to six dollars. 

Yesterday several mew were discharged from 
the plug department and others in aless num- 
ber substituted. With these latter the old 
hands refused to work, and employes 
in the different departments vacated in bat- 
tdlions of four or five hundred ata time. The 
last to go out were the gi:ls who put revenue 
stamps on manufactured goods, The entire 
force of about 3.500 employes are now out and 
the large factories are idle. The strikers dis- 
persed quietly and there was no disorder. The 
firm assert that the the trouble is due to their 
refusal to treat with two walking delegates, 
who called upon them last week to adjust the 
diffexences between them and their employes. 
The Lorillard’s have 3,000 persons in their em- 

lov. 

. Over three thousand of Lorillard’s strikers, 
comprising men, women and girls, met this 
afternoon in secret session, at the Pavonia 
skating rink. Ail reporters were excluded. It 
is not known what action was taken. After 
being in session over two hours, the meeting 
adjourned to meet tonight at Franklin hall. 
All of Lorillard’s employes are now out, and 
the firm declare their intention of closing the 
factory until the hands are ready to return on 
the old terms, The firm has a large supply of 
tobacco on hand, and can fill all orders for the 
next six months. A reserve force of police- 
men are held at pelice headyuarters to callata 
moment's warning in an emergency. 


THE KNIGHTS AND TEMPERANCE 


Master Workman Powderly Makes an Ad- 
dress in Newark, 

NEWARK, N.J., January 14.—General Mas- 
ter Workman Powderly addressed a crowded meet- 
ing at the Academy of Music last night.

GENERAL PLEASANTON TALKS 
ABOUT HIS LATE CHIEF. 


The Telegrams in Relation to Mosby Still Under Dis- 
oussion—General Ingalls Gives His Recollec- 
tione of Them—Mr. Garris on the Tariff— 
General Washington Gossip, Etc, 


WasHIncToN, January 14,—[Special.]— 
4:eueral Pleasonton said today that he now re- 
called the circumstances of his dispatch to 
General Ingalls on the 15th of June, 1863, ask- 
ing now much of a bribe he would give to 
buy Mosby off. He says the dispatch was sent 
at the suggestion ofsome one whom he does 
not now remember. Pleasonton said Mosby 
was proving so hurtful to the federal army in 
northern Virginia, that he was willing t» trv 
the slenderest chance to get rid of him. “Yet” 
continued General Pleasonton, “there was 
never atime during Mosby’s most successful 
yaids, when I could not have captured him 
and his entire force.” 

“Why did you not do so?’ was asked. 

“Because 1 was in the department of the Po- 
temac. A department of Washington had been 
organized, and | was prohibited from following 
Moshy into that department, where he was 
doing M@® most damaging work. I was fettered 
hy the boundaries of the department of the 
Potomac.” 

“Whose fault was this’”’ 

“Tt was the work of the most valuable lieu- 
tenant Jefferson Day is had—I mean Edwin M. 
Stanton. Itisa wonder that the union canse 
succeeded with such a secretary of war.” 

General Rufus Ingalls speaks of this episode 
ip his usual frank and manly way. He says: 

“I do not wish to be brought into any promi- 
pence in this matter. Inasmuch as I see that 
General Pleasanton has been quoted as charac- 
terizing the letters as forgeries, I do not desire 
to he made to appear as contradicting him. Asa 
matter of fact, however, I recollect the letters 
distinctly, but I presume General Pleasonton 
has forgotten all about the matter. At the 
great cavalry engagement at Brandy station, 
General Plea:onton was no doubt flooded with 
reports and suggestions from other persons, and 
gmong other things it was probably suggested 
to him that Colonel Mosby could be bribed, and 
thus I have no doubt, lie came to send his dis- 
patch of June 12th, 1863, tome. Now, I did 
not have then, and have not now, any idea 
that Colonel Mosby or any other leading con- 
federte officer could be bribed. I had 
the highest respect for Colonel Mosby 
then. Didn't he come very near capturing me 
two or three times? And since the war my 
respect for him has not diminished. My reply 
to General Pleasonton shows that I had very 
little confidence in the scheme to bribe Colonel 
Mosby, but I had no objection then to his be- 
ing bribed, if it cOuld be done.: Bribe him’ 
Why. ves, if you ean. Colonel Mosby was very” 
active about that time, and he inflicted much 
injury on our troops, and he might have done 
more if he had known all that wedid. In the 
retrograde movement made at that time to 
cover Washington, five thousand quartermas- 
ters’ wagons were strung out miles in front of 
the army, and Colonel Mosby might, if he had 
known, destroved these supplies.”

WASHINGTON, January 14.—In the 
Mr. Ingalls introduced abill granting 
in certain cases to those pensioned on 
acts.

He did rot find that the country was 
gcing to wreck and ruin because there 
were railroads in it. This bill did not 
mean, and its friends did not mean, 
to stop. at the regulation of interstate 
commerce. It meant to usurp power over all 
commerce. If he had the money of Jay Gou'd, 
his talents, his ambition to absorb railroads 
and to put them under a single ownership he 
would not want any better law passed than 
this law in relation to pooling. He criticized 
very severely the discretionary powers given 
to railroad commissioners to suspend from time 
to time the operation of the act, assimilating to 
the power granted to Henry VIII to issne a 
proclamation having the force oflaw, The 
one Was as unconstitutional as the other. The 
bill needed revision. [t ought to go back to 
the conference committee and that committee 
should takea month if necessary to mature a 
bill worthy of the seuate and which would not 
be compromised between popular clamor on the 
one hand and the railroads on the other. The 
bill was crude, ill joined, not properly guard- 
cd, filled with passion, energy and vigor, but 
with not the slightest caution.

ANOTHER HORROR! 


THAT SURPASSES THAT OF LAST 
YEAR. 


A Georgia Pacific Freight and an East Tennessee 
PaesengerTrain Collide—Rumors That Nine- 
teen Persons Lost Their Lives—A Wrecx- 
ing Train Sent to the Scene. 


Rumors of a horrible accident on the Georgia 
Pacific and East Tennessee track reached the 
city this morning about half past three. The 
accident is said to have occurred near Concord 
and between a Georgia Pacific freight train 
and an East Tennessee passenger train. The 
rumors in circulation indicate that the acci- 
dent is even worse than the 
one that occurred at the seventeen 
mile tank in December last, a vear ago. Rai!- 
road officials of both roads were applied to for 
definite information concerning the accident, 
but with their usual reticence they declined 
to give anv details. One rumor stated that 
nineteen persons had been killed in-the 
accident, while other rumors made it le3s. The 
only thing like reliable information that could 
be secured was from an employe ofthe Ezst 
Tennesse road, who admitted that a collision 
as described had occurred and that two men, 
an engineer and fireman on the Georgia Pacific 
train, had been killed. The accident is said to 
lave happened about a quarter to 
three o'clock this morning. Wrecking trains 
have gone to the scene.

How the Judge’s Death Affected the Community-The 

Courts Take Appropriate Action— Arrangements 

for the Obsequies- Flags at Half-Mast — 
Incidents of Yesterday, Etc., Ete, 
ret me mere eae mae 

Chief Justice Jackson’s death was the 
principal topic of conversation with all classes 
of people in Atlanta yesterday. A feeling of 
sadness pervaded the entire community. Re- 
grets were in everybody’s mouth. The mem- 
bers of the bar were particularly sad on ac- 
count of the event. Judge Jackson was be- 
loved by the entire bar of the city and the 
state. Many veteran judges and lawyers who 
had known him intimately for half a century, 
spoke in the most affectionate terms about 
him. They coneyy in the opinion that by his 
death the state loses one of her ablest jurists 
and noblest citizens.- Judge Bleckley, Asso- 
clate Justice Hall, General Gartrell and other 
eminent members of the legal fraternity con- 
verscd freely about the dead chief justice. 
They recalled scenes in which he and they had 
figuicd, and each one paid him a glowing 
tribute. During the day dozens of friends of 
the deccased called to express their sympathy 
for the bereaved family. Mrs. Jackson and the 
daughters, of course, sustained a crushing 
blow, but they bore up with Christian heroism. 

ACTION OF THE COURTS, 

Soon after opening the supreme court yes- 
terday morning, Associate Justices Hall and 
Blandford presiding, Judge Richard F. Lyons 
rose and forma!!y brought to the attention of 
the court the death of its honored head. His 
voice was husky with emotion as he said: 

“As the oldest living memberof the bar that had 
once presided on the supreme court bench, and as 
aformer partner of Judge Jackxon, the painful 
duty devolves upon me to announce to this court 
the recent death of the chief justice of this court, 
the Hlon. James Jackson. Asa tormer partner of 
Juege Jackson, and by reason of my intimate re- 
Jations and associations with him, I learned to 
know him well and regard him most highly. He 
was a good man, the best of men, and when he 
died he left that character as a monument to the 
bar of Georgia and to the people of his state.” 

Judge Lyous concluded his remarks by mov- 
ing the appointment of a committee from the 
har of the state to prepare a suitable memorial, 
the same to be submitted tothe court on the 
first dav of the next term. 

‘The motion was beautifully seconded by 
Judge Robert P. Trippe, an ex-chief justice of 
the supreme court. 

Associate Justice Samuel Hall 
touching remarks: 

“We receive with profound sensibility the an) 
nouncement which bas just keen made, Although 
my acquaintance with{myidepéarted friend,tne chief 
presiding officer of this court, [does not date back 
aslong as that of Judge Trippe, yet since 1839 I 
have sustained intimate personal relationsto Judge 
Jackson. He wasa your g practicing lawyer when 
I first went to Athens, in 1899. There are very few 
of ovrown age stillin active life, such men as 
William Hope Hull, Thomas i. Cobb and Luther 
Glenn, haying passed away and been numbered 
among the dead. Onlast Friday morning I little 
dreamcd we would be called upon sosoon tomourn 
the death of this creat and good man, who sofaith® 
fully served his state and people in this day and 
generation. He came up that morning to attend 
to his duties. Iwas greatly startled the 
next morning, on receiving a message from his 
femily that he had been taken suddenly ill. Il was 
hopeinl that he would be able to combat success- 
fully this terrible disease to which he fell a victim. 
‘This is nota proper time or occasion to speak at 
lengthof the virtues of the deveased, but I fully 
concur in every word uttered by our distinguished 
brethren. Asa mark of respect to his memory, it 
is ordered that this court stand adjourned until 10 
o'clock on Monday morning.”’

Mr. B. H. Hill, prefacing his motion with a 
few touching words, moved that as a mark of 
respect for Chief Justice Jackson, the court 
adjourn until next Monday morning. 

Judge Newman said that the course indicated 
in Mr, Hiil’s motion would be eminently 
proper. He very briefly spoke of Judge Jack- 
son’s worth, and adverted to his many noble 
qualities of heart and shining qualities of mind. 
He, therefore, ordered an immediate adjourn- 
ment in accordance with the motion jast made 

The bar of the city held an informal meet- 
ing to errange for paving a just tribute to the 
deceased. The meeting was held in the sa- 
preme court chamber, Judge J. L. Hopkius 
was askcd to preside, and he immediately 
took the chair. Mr. H. C. Peeples acted as 
sccretary. Judge George Hillyer moved that 
a committee of three members of the bar be 
appointed to communicate with those having 
the cbsequies in charge to offer the services of

The motion was adopted and the following 
were appointed: Judge George Hillyer, Judge 
Hicnry b.

DR. R. M, COHEN ARRESTED. 


Chief Connolly Receives a Letter and Tele- 
gram From Griftin Asking forthe Arrest, 
Dr. R. M, Cohen, the optician, was arrested 

yesterday morning by Captain Moon and con- 

ducted to police headquarters, where he re- 
mained until released on bond, 

Dr, Cohen’s arrest was due toa telegram 
from Griffin. 

Several days ago Chief Connolly received a 
letter from the chief of police at Griffin, asking 
for Dr. Cohen’s arrest. In the letter the Griffin 
ofticial stated that Dr. Cohen had aftixed a 
name to a note without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the persou who bore the name, The 
letter also contained many statements about 
the doctor which were not altogether compli- 


mentary. The letter was _ published 
to the department and placed 
on file, but no one on the police force 


came in contact with the doctor, as he was out 
of the city. Soon after the receiptfof the let- 
ter, the chief eomgves a postal card from J. H. 
Powell. of Griftiw! repeating the request for Dr. 
(ohen’s arrest. The postal card denounged Dr’ 
Cohen in very severe language, and was filed 
away with the letter. Early yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Connoly received a telegram from 
Gaiftin, againfusking for the arrest of the doc- 
tor. Teetelegram indicated that the Griffin 
cfticial wasextremely anxious to find the mau, 
and in ashort time after its receipt Captain 
Moon had been detailed to look after it. 
About the middle of the forenoon 
Captain Moon found Dr. Cuhen, and without 
letting him know what was up escorted him to 
j olice headquarters, where he was shown the 
letters and telegrams from Griffin. Ashe read 
them, and discvvered that he was under arrest, 
Lr. Cohen became considerably agitated, but 


| quickly pronounced the entire thing a piece of 


black mail. 

Immediate'ty after Dr. Cohen’s arrest, Chief 
Connolly telegraphed the officials at Griffin, 
and in a short time was informed that an offi- 
cer would start at once for Atlanta. Later in 
the day the oilicer arrived, bringing with him 
a warrant charging Dr. Cohen with cheating 
and swindling. Soonafter the appearance of 
the Griffin officer Dr. Cohen secured the ser- 
‘vices of Judge James A. Anderson as attorney, 
and was released upon bond. 

Dr. Cohen is well known in Atlanta, and his 
friends are quick to pronounce the charge 
against him faise. Heis the man who created 
quite a sensation soon after prohibition went 
into efiectin Atlanta through rumors which 
gave bim the right to sell beer at the United 
States military post—which rumors the doctor, 
however, denied. Last night Dr. Cohen re- 
ceived a letter from J. H. Powell, which he 
asked to be published. The letter was given 
after his release and reads: 

ATLANTA, Ca., January 14, I887.—Dr. R. M. Co- 
hen, Atianta, Ga., Dear Sir: I feel it my duty to 
let you know my true feelings in regard to the note 
you are accused of forging. Afierexamining and 
looking into the matter carefully, I believe you 
innocent. Mr. Granger made such statements to 
me. thatI thoughtyou had forged the note; but 
after hearing your statement, ] myself do notthink 
you guilty, aud willso express myself. Very re 
spectfuily, Jack H. POWELL, 

In discussing his arrest, the doctor says: “I 
am innocent of thecharge. While in Griffin, I 
exchanged a pair of ponies for a horse, and 
then swapped the horse for a mule. A note 
was given me by the man from whom I got the 
mule for $20 difference between the value of 
the hcrse and mule. 1 wrote the note out and 
the man signed it. His nameis H.G. Glass I 
brought the note to Atlanta, and when it fell 
due I gave it to J. H. Pewell, of Griffin, who 
was in Atlanta on a visit, for collection. I 
have never heard anything more of the trans- 
action until Powell sent me word that Glass 
denied owing me the money, and said that he 
had signed no note for #20. I let the matter 
rest, intending to see Glass the next time I 
visited Griffin,”

The poultry, pet stock and bench sho ¥, which 
is to be held in Atlanta during the coming 
week, under the auspicesof the National Poul- 
trv and Bench association, promises to be a big 
thing.

“The numberof prizes ofcred will give some 
idea of the variety of exhibits which the show 
will contain. Exclusive of a loug list of special 
prizes from private sources, the regular prem- 
iums tobe contestcd for are upwards of two 
bundred and fifty in the poultry department 
alone, aud each prize represents'some different 
apccies or variety of ‘fowl. There are f6r 
chickens about one huudred and seventy-five 
prizes; for turkeys’ twenty-one; for ducks, 
tweuty-four; geese, twenty-one; and for * ‘orna- 
mental fowls,” such as pea fowls, pheasants, 
etc.. twenty-one. The dogs will wia fifty nine 
regular prizes, and quite a number of social 
ones. 

FANCY PRICES. 

The value of poultry seems to depend upon 
other eauses than simple utility, else it would 
be a difficult matter to account for the fancy 
prices which some specimens command. It 
appears to be no unusual thing fora fine cock 
to be held at one hundred and fifty dollars; 
and, still more wonderful, that price is some- 
times actually paid. A thoroughbred bantam 
cock and hen, the pair no bigger than your two 
fists, may be worth seventy-five dollars, and 
the average per pair is something like twenty- 
five. In thelotabout to be exhibited a ten 
dollar chick will bea plebeian specimen, and 
the value of many will go over a hundred. 
Estimating that five thousand fowls are 
entered, as claimed by the managers, at ten 
deliars per head a very comfortable fortune 
could be sunk in the purchase of the lot: but 
since ten dollars is the price only of the cheap 
ones, it would probably require an outlay of 
two or three times that sum, to buy 
the average fowl. An ordinary scrub hen 
worth twenty-five or thirty cents, will fre- 
uently lay more eggs in a year than a fine 
premium pullet; but she is not ornamental; she 
has not the “points” which excite the covet- 
ousness of the fancier and affect the poultry 
market. The ten thousand dollar dog ex- 
pected will probably be unrivaled ia value 
umong the bench exhibits; but a number of 
other very finely bred and expensive animals, 
the prices of which range among the hund- 
reds, have been entered.
